West Is Demanding 
Completion of the 
Hudson Bay Road 


Resume of address of J. A. Camp- 
bell, M.P.,-at ‘the Forum, Ottawa, on 
Sunday ‘evening; ‘March’21, 

For practically half-a century there 
has ‘been an ‘insistent demand. on the 
part of the west :for a railway to 
Hudson Bay as part of an overseas 
This :was -suhsequerftly recog- 
nized “as a national project, was .ad- 
vocated and. construction promised by 
leaders:of.all:political parvies:from Sir 
Charles Tupper to the present, 

The..country generally recognized 
the .strategic-importance of the Hud- 
son 'Bay‘and its commercial-value as 
a water route*to the cast, and it was 
estimated :that 10 -per:cent. to 15 per 
cent. of the value of wheat and other 
products ‘from ‘the prairics might be 
saved by this.means of transportation, 
the railway being looked upon as a 
bridge ‘from ‘the ‘fertile plains of the 
west to the seaboard at one of the 
ports on the bay. Varied .expeditions 
were sent out to examine the feas- 
ibility of the route, particularly those 
under Gordon, Wakchan and Bell. As 
the result of-reports sent in and other 
evidence obtained, constructionof the 
railway was decided on and work 
commenced in ‘L910, 
was ‘somewhat -slow,‘but continued to 
the end of 1917 ‘at which time the 
grade had been completed to the Bay 
‘at Port Nelson, a distance of 424 miles 
from The Pas, and rails laid asfar as 
Kettle ‘Rapids, mile 332, the work 
done.including the -erection of two 
large steel bridges over ‘the Nelson. 
An .item of $1,000,000 was placed in 
the estimates for 1918.for the purpose 


Gf completing -the railway by laying 


the steel for the remaining 92 miles. 
No work, however, was done ‘during 
that year, and in 1919 there was noth- 
ing in the main-estimates for:this pro- 
ject, the government evidently ‘hav- 
ing lurned its:attention to-more east- 
ern enterprises such as’the Trent and 
Welland canals, which were liberally 
provided for, and .the attitude of the 
government indicates an intention to 
abandon the project for the time be- 
ing at any rate. Over $20,000,000 
have been spent-on :the ‘railway, and 
terminal works sat ‘the bay. 

An engineer on the ‘Hudson Bay 
Railway decided ‘to ‘take a-short trip

power in Canada.

“Ten years ago the number of em- 
ployces.in the pulp and paper industry 
of Canada was about 9,000,” says Mr. 
‘Clyde Leavett in a recent article. “The 
number of employees at the, present 
time is estimated at 25,000, and the

Theory That Way to ‘Insure-Peace by 
Disarmament Shattered ‘by 
_ ‘Events at Berlin 

The Paris Temps mentions no 
names. but it evidently was looking 
toward the United States when it 
made.the following comment: “If ev- 
er the counter-revolution relights the 
war and costs the lives of French 
soldiers, we hope that an accounting 
will be demanded by those people 
who at the moment when \a military 
dictatorship has established itself in 
Berlin have nothing better to do than 
to protest against the allied precau- 
tions as militaristic.” 

If-German developments should 
force a.renewal of the war, the civi- 
lized world will have.good reason to 
rejoice that France,’at least, has kept 
up her army, :and it may equally be 
glad that Italy has kept up her army 
also. It may also be at matter for 
general congratulation that the Uni- 
ted States Senate never has ratified 
the peace treaty. This country, there- 
fore, is still in an official.state of war 
with Germany and in position to give 
immediate support to the French, It- 
alians and British in case of need. 
The two Latin nations would have to 
rely on us mainly for financial back- 
ing, but, if that were promtly grant- 
ed, with the moral support which 
stich a grant would imply, they prob- 
ably would be-able to handle the mil- 
{tary work, 

The theory that the way to insure 
future peace was to begin. by renun- 
ciations, disarmament and discord 
among’ the nations which,won.the war 
must have been effectually shattered 
in most minds by the events at Ber- 
lin,

Admiralty Against 
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Sir Arthur Currie 3 
Tells of Great Work 
Of Canadian Troops 


Canada.entered the post war period 
with the same-degree of courage ‘and 
high sense -of ‘honor -as she entered 
the war;.and, a3 in-the war she prov- 
ed herself :second ‘to none in war ‘ac- 
tivities, cither in -the ficld:or.at home, 
carning a :proud place beside Grcat 
Britain aniong the civilized nations 
of the world,so-:she accepts this place 
with humility. and.a deepisense of her 
duties towards other nations of -the 
world and ‘towards civilization, ac- 
cording: to Gen. Sir Arthur Currle, K. 
C.M.G., K.C.B,,-Inspector-General and 
military counselor of .the Dominion: of 
Canada, ‘speaking at: the annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Club in New 
York, 

At.this time-.and in ‘this place it is 
not befitting to brood: over the troub- 
led conditions prevailing throughout 
the world—what is in :store ‘for to- 
morrow is not known — to use the 
powerful evocation of General Smuts, 
“the tents are struck, the camels are 
loaded, once ‘again the caravan of 
humanity is on the move," said Gen- 
eral Currie, 

“Trials and tribulations may be 
coming, the present social and politi- 
cal -status of civilization may be 
greatly altered béfore ‘the caravan of 
humanity’ pitches‘its camp again; but, 
whatever comes, we may be confid- 
ent that Canada will face the issue 
‘squarely, ‘with the -resolute .courage, 
foresight’and unselfishness earnest- 
ness it has shown in the crisis just 
passed.” 

General Currie ‘told in detall of the 
record of the Canadian corps in the 
world war; of its continuous and suc- 
cessful fighting during more than 100 
days, ‘including the battle of Amiens, 
Arras and ‘Cambrai, in which ‘period 
it delivered more than 500 - square 
miles. of territory, liberating 228 cities, 
towns and villages, talcing 32,000 pri- 
soners and capturing large -numbers 


of machine guns, field «guns, ‘trench 
mortars, 

During that time, he said, the Can- 
adian ‘corps decisively defeated more 
than 50 German divisions, approxi- 
mately one-quarter of the total Ger- 
man forces.on ‘the western front; ¢n- 
countered and: crushed -elements of 17 
additional divisions, then marched 
across Belgium ‘and contributed two 
of the four British divisions which 
held 2 bridgehead ‘in the Rhine area. 

Throughout «the ‘four years .of ‘the 
war the Canadian corps never per- 
‘manently lost«a.gun and in the last 
two years never failed to capture an 
objective or tozretain those objectives, 
once consolidated, he reported, ad- 
ing: : 

_“The extraordinary successes won 
by the Canadian corps can only be 
‘explained by Nits ‘superior organiza- 
tlon and the esprit de corps which 
united all the-component parts of the 
Canadian forces-and made them work 
all for one, and one for all, with vic- 
tory only -as the ultimate goal. 

“By thelr serylces and their sacrl- 
fice they have created .a national -tra- 
dition which -shall forever inspire our 
people and lift our :souls to higher 
spheres than of material profit and 
industrial achievement. By «their -ef- 
forts peace has come; by «their sac- 
rifice Christianity has -endured; by 
thelr patriotism and love of country 
the empire remains inviolate; by 
their devotion ‘to duty, ‘honor has been 
Preserved. ‘Would that one could 
sny that by thelr willingness to die, 
selfishness had disappeared from the 
world, 

“May the peace which has: come be 
a lasting peace, not only 9 peace be- 
tween natione, but .a peace between 
families, between communities; be- 
tween: classes, ‘between warring fac- 
tions in the Industrial world and in 
the political world.” ;

Arrangements are now completed 

by the Saskatchewan department. of 
agriculture for ‘the :free ‘distribution 
of a limited-amountof gopher poison 
to resident settlers in local improve- 
ment districts in southwestern Sas- 
katchewan where the gophers have 
become so numerous as to be a:ser- 
ious menace to the crops. A quan- 
tity of poison has been purchased and 
bona fide farmers should make ap- 
plication to the department at once 
as it ‘is unlikely that any application 
will be accepted after May 1. 
‘One of the conditions made is 
that poison -supplied free will be 
prepared and put out before May 15. 
Early poisoning Is decognized to ‘be 
by far the most effective means ot 
materially reducing the numbers of 
the pest before'the young appear and 
the bait Is more-attractive befroe the 
crop shows up much.

Ontario's New Election Act 

Hon. E. C. Drury, farmer Premier 
of Ontario, has introduced a new. EI- 
ection Act in the Legislature by which 
the Province will in the future escape 
the uncertainty and speculation con- 
cerning a general election. It sets 
a definite date for every four years. 
The Premier in his explanation said 
positivly that the present Legislature 
would continue until August 1, 192 
and that a general election would be 
held every fourth year thereafter.
